A Paradise for Duck-Hunters 
Reno (Nev.) Journal. 
Many of our readers have oltm heard of 
Duck Lake. We saw it, for the first time, 
last Sunday. I* is situated just .west of the 
Pyramid Lake, Indian lteservation.anfl im 
moi mtefy *oaui oi Pyramid Lake, the two 
being divided by a strip of land something 
over hall a mile in width ; they have no 
connection with etch other, n a to subter­ 
ranean, and, passing entirely aroond the 
lake, we could see no body of water flow­ 
ing into it. The mouth of the Truckee was 
a mile off, but It splits, one part going into 
Pyramid and the oilier into Mud Lake, to 
the right, aud only separated from Prya- 
mid by a range cl mountains. Duck Lake, 
we should judge, was a body of water two 
miles w ide and five in length. 
It derives 
Its fuame from the duck«, which m ak e it 
their headquarters, lls surface, the day 
we saw it, w*<? almost entirely covered. 
£uch a sight we never saw before, or ex­ 
pect to again. There must have been 20,- 
000 of them, a majority being mallard, 
though there were a few teal, also a large 
number of mud-hens, and around the 
shores were many snipe.

D e a r S ir : A temporary absence has 
pi em . ted sn err lier reply to your favor, 
making inquiry into the motto of Wiscon­ 
sin, its ori^aa and interpretation; bet 
availing myself ot the first moment's leis­ 
ure since returning, I take much pleasure 
in communicating such information in re­ 
gard to the sui ject as I have been able to 
gather. 
The records of the executive office and 
of the Secretary of State are entirely silent 
in tagird to the origin or interpretation of 
the Great Seal or the devices engraved 
thereof). The beal was procured by Gov­ 
ernor Nelson Dewey very soon alter, if not 
before, his first inauguration as Governor 
in 1848, and a description thereof depos­ 
ited with, and recorded by the {Secretary 
of blate, DecemlHT 29, 1851. 
It is believed that Governor Dewey ap- 
lied to Chancellor Lathrop, of the State 
Diversity, to design a Great Seal for the 
Slate, and that a design therefor was fur­ 
nished by him, and that Governor Dewey, 
being in the city of New York, was about 
to have a seal engraved therefrom. On his 
way to the engravers, the 
Governor 
chanced to meet, in Wall street, the Hon. 
E. G. Ryan—now Chief Justice of the State 
—and exhibiting the design to him it was 
criticised and disproved; and then and 
there those two citizens of Wisconsin, rn 
that busy thoroughfare, designed the pres­ 
ent seal and coal of arms of the State 
Doubtless it is to this circumstance and the 
associations connected therewith that we 
are to look for the explanation of the motto 
‘ Forward.” The motto of New Y ork 1 9 
“Excelsior

motto came prominently into notice and 
suggested the similar one of “Forward.”

rafts, etc. Whereas the Wisconsin settlers 
in those early days were mostly in the 
mining regions of the southwest, and re­ 
mained there throughout the year and not 
a few of them literally “burrowed in the 
ground” alter the manner of baigers—ex­ 
cavating rather than building dwellings. 
The shield supported by the sailor and the 
miner and bearing the emblems of carica­ 
ture, manufactures, commerce, and mining, 
surrounding the smaller national shield 
and motto is, of course, easily understood 
without explanation.

Apropos of the verdict in the Thiitle- 
ton case, al Los Angelo-, which cleared 
the defendant of libel, while the jury sign­ 
ed a paper declaring the prosecutor pure 
and tree trom the charge in the libel, we 
are reminded of a trial that took place in 
Justice Wilson’s court rn San Diego. A 
man accused of stealing sheep was on trial. 
After the evidence was all in the jury re­ 
tired, and, as in the Tblstleton case, stood 
eleven tor acquital and one for guilty. 
Finally the twelfth man agreed to join the 
others, provided they would sign a verdict 
as follows: “ We, the jary, find the defen­ 
dant not guilty, but request that he return 
the sheep.” Pertinent to the reason assign­ 
ed by the Thislleton jury, that they “did 
not wish to put the county to further ex­ 
pense,” we have another verdict by a San 
Diego jury in a case tried before the same 
Justice. A negro woman had sued a man 
for assault with a stone. The accused was 
put upon the stand and admitted that he 
had thrown the stone. 
Notwithstanding, 
the jury brought in a verdict of not guilty. 
la conversation afterward, the members of 
the jury defended this curious verdict on 
the ground that taxes were already too 
high, and they did not wish to put the 
county to additional expense.
